gence, that they doe not eicher by their owne example, oꝛ by lacke ol execution ol their authozity, 
permit ſuch licentious and carnall diſoꝛder, in contempt ol God and man, and onely to the ſatif- 
faction ot deuilich and carnall appetite, to bee ſuffered vnpuniſhed.

deth and chargeth the Maioꝛ of her ſaid Citie, and the Steward and pzincipall officers ofn»eſt- 
minſter, that no Butcher, Poulter, noꝛ Mictualler, ſhall at any time hereafter kill, oꝛ ſell, cauſe to 
be killed oꝛ ſolde within the ſaid Cil ie. oꝛ the Suburbs, oꝛ within weſtminſter, oꝛ the iuriſdiction 
thereof, anp lleſh, betweene Sh:cftueſday, and the Tueſday next after Palme Sundap: noz 
that any Table keeper, Jnholder, Uictualler,oz any other perſon ths peth any houſe whereto 
any perſons doe o2 ſhall reſoꝛt foz meate and dzinke fo2 their money, noꝛ anyother perſon reſiding 
within the ſame places, ſhall dꝛeſſe, o2 ſuffer, oz conſent to be dꝛeſſed, oꝛ eate, oꝛ ſuffer to be eaten, 
any fleſh within any ol their houles in Lent time, oꝛ vpon any fich day, vpon paine that euery 

perſon and perſons that ſball offend contrary to this oꝛder, ſhall fozfeiteand pay to her Dighnefle 


- fozeueryſuchoffence , twentie pounds, the one halle to be diſpoſed by their Church wardens, to 


their pooꝛe people inhabiting the Pariſh where the offence ſhalbe found, a the other to her Digh- 
neſſe vſe, as in like caſe is oꝛdered. And beſides, il the perfon ollending bee a Citizen, he ſhall by 
the Maioꝛ and his bꝛethꝛen without delay bee immediatelpkoꝛ euer diſfranchiſed: and beeing a 
Table keeper oꝛ Uictualler, vtterly diſabled in any place to uſe the ſame trade. And it hee bee no 
Citizen, then he ſhall ouer and beſides the ſaide fozfeiture, haue foz euery ſuch offence ten dayes 
impꝛiſonment without baple: and if the partie offending, be not able to pay the ſaide fozfeiture, 
immediatly vpon p2oofe made of the offence committed, the ſame ſhall foz euery ſuch offence ſtand 
one market day in the market time openly vpon the Pilloꝛie, during the ſpace of ſixe houres, And 
allo that euery Alderman foz the time being, within his warde,ſhall twiſe in the Lent time cauſe 
an inquirie and pzeſentment to bee made by the othes ot rii. honeſt and ſubCantiall Citizens of 
euery warde, being no Butchers, Poulters, common Mictuallers, no: Table keepers, what per- 


| ſons haue oꝛ doe offende in eating killing, oꝛ ſelling of fleſh within that warde,wherofthe one in- 


quirie halbe the Munday after Midlent Sunday, and the other in the weeke next befoze Eaſter, 
and that in the choyſe ol the perſons which hall ſo enquire, good regard be had, that they beſuch 
as bee beſt diſpoſed to finde out, and truely to pꝛelent ſuch offences without anyrelpect of perſons, 
And alſo that the Maioz with his bꝛethꝛen cauſe once euery foztnight pꝛiuie ſearch to be made by 
honeſt a truſtie perſons,of the houſes of all Butchers, Poulters, Cable keepers,Tauerners,Ulc- 
tuallers,and other ſuſpected houſes, fo: the better vnderſtanding whether they ozany of themdo 
offend in the pꝛemiſſes: and that if they ſhall finde either by this ſearch, oꝛ by any lawſull pzoofe 
bought befoze them, any perſon to haue offended,that then immediatly they cauſe the oſtenders to 
be puniched, as is aboue expꝛeſſed, without fauour, aflection, oꝛ reſpect ol perſon. Che like oꝛder to 


itis furtherozdered andcommanded, that aſwell the ſayd Maio, as allo euery of the ſayd 
rmen, andthe pzincipallofficers ofthe liberties of udeſtminkter, ſhall yeerely certifie vnto 
pigyneſſe Court of Chancerie, before the irt day of Eater Terme, pon paine ofonehun- 
dzedpounds, what euery ol them hath done in the execution ol the pzemilles, vnder their hands 
and ſeales, to the intent that her Highnelle thereby may conlider what diligence oz negligence
